3 ot certain textile products of cotton, wool 
and man-made fibres and blends thereof to Canada from 
1-8-1980 to 31-12-1980. Categories covered by this Public 
Notice arc given in the annexnre. The tariff claBsificadon 
numbers of these products and the quantities available can 
be had from the respective textile Export Promotion 
Councils concerned. E^^rts of some of these products had 
been under import control of Canada. All these products 
will be brought under OGL. 3 w.e.f. 1-8-1980. 

2. The entire quota available for the entire period 
1-8-1980 to 31-12-1980 will be allocated on first-comc, 
first-served basis for firm contract reservation and ready- 
goods in the ratio of 50 : 50. This ratio can be changed 
depending upon the trend of utilisation. 

3. The agencies responsible for handling the quota alloca¬ 
tion and certification of garments and knitwear and fabrics 
and made ups, will be the same as indicated in the Public 
Notice No. 64-ETC(PN)/79 dated 14-9-1979 and Pubhc 
Notice No. 7I-ETC(PN)/79 dated 23-10-1979. 

4. The other terms and conditions contained in the 
Public Notice No. 64-ETC(PN)/79 dated 14^9-1979 in 
respect of garments and knitwear and Public Notice No. 
71-ETQ(PN)/79 dated 23-10-1979 in respect of fabrics and 
made-ups, wdll apply, mutatis mutandis, for the exports of

1. Shirts with tailored collars, omb’s and boy’s, wholly or

2, (a) Blouses and shirts, women’s and girls', wholly or 
mainly by weight of cotton, man-made fibres or wool, 
or blends thereof, knitted or woven, being garments 
with complete or partial front or back opening cover¬ 
ing the upper part of the body, excluding underwear, 
jackets. T^hirts, sweatshirts, and sweaters. 

(b) Shirts, men’s and boya' other than with tailored colars, 

including full-fashioned collars, wholly or mainly by 
weight of cotton, man-made fibres or wool, or blends 
thereof. A fuU-fashloncd collar consists of 1 piece 
knitted to shape collar. For a full description of 
“shirts” sec description for Item 1 above. 

(c) T-Shirts and sweatshirts men's, boys’, women's and 

girls’, wholly or mainly by weight of cotton, man¬ 
made fibres or wool, or blends thereof. T-Shins 
are knitted garments without front opening covering 
the upper part of the body of construction 19 cut 
or finer, i.c., 19 or more vertical stitches per inch. 
Sweatshirts arc garments, at least one side of which 
is brushed or fleeced, covering the upper part of the 
body. Sweaters are not included, 

(d) Shirts, blouses, T-Shirts and sweatshirts, as defined 

in Items 1 and 2 above, for children and infants 
(sizes 0-6x).

form designs or patterns such as stripes, checks, etc., whether 
greige, bleached, dyed or printed.
